under 28 U.S.C. § 1930 [bankruptcy filing fees], must be paid before the Court can confirm a debtor's
plan. If you are unsure whether the debtor owes filing fees, look at the flags at the top right corner of the
docket in your client's case:

FeeDueBK or FeeDuelNST - the debtor owes the filing fee associated with the voluntary petition.
FeeDueAdCr - the debtor owes fees associated with actions amending the matrix

FeeDueAmd - the debtor owes fees associated with the filing of amended schedules

FeeDueAdP - a fee is due for the filing of an adversary proceeding*

FeeDueApl - a fee is due for the filing of an appeal*

FeeDueRedact - a fee is due for the filing of a motion to redact*

FeeDueReop - a fee is due for the filing of a motion to reopen the case*

Please contact the Clerk's Office if you believe the "fee due" flags are set in error.

*Fees due from a party other than the debtor(s) will not delay confirmation of the case.
